110,124 EMBARKIN ONE DAY

Infantrymen Lend in Toetal of
Week's Departures—Casuals
Keep Close to Top

The return of the AF.F. to the States
at a greatly imereased rate over the present
average speed of 100,008-0dd men a morith
I8 made a certainty by recent developments
in the -shipping situation, one of the most
important of which Was fummmccd‘ this
week by Edward N. Hurley, chirman of
the United States Shipping Boord, now in
France.

Approximately 356,000 ‘tons of German
shipping will be taken over in the newr
future, Mr. Hurley stated. This tonnage
will add from 50,000 to 70,060 mon a month
to ihe present, carrying eapacity of the
transport service. It consists of boats now
in German harbors which will be manned
by crews of the United States Navy,

in addition to the taking .over of the
peed plan 1 oxX-
pected: to bring the British liners Maure-
tania, Aquitania and Olvinpic direct to
French ports to take on hemeward bound
Yunkees.

French, Duteh, Swedish and Ialian ves-
sels also are expected to take thelr places
in the line of “westward bound transports
and, in addition. Army oflicials were in-
formed this week that the carrying capaei-
ties of many ships may be appreciably in-
ereased by the reduction of caryo space and
alterations to provide additional sleeping
space on vessecls not heretofere used for
troops.

Lists Big 'Transports

In a statement in Washington recently,
General Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff,
indicated that 11 vessels now in service
as transports can carry more than 42,000
men ucross the Atlantic esch trip. The
houts and their capacitics were as follows:

Postecards Will Announce
-Station, Outfit, Physi-
cal Condition

There is about to be a big increansc in
homcbound mall. In fact, every member
of the AE.F., no matter how fdle may
have been his writing hand in the past, ne
matter how good his oxcuses Tor not writing
have been, or are, i3 going to compose one
postcard in the negr future and start it
homeward. G.0. 15, G.H.Q., out this week,
prescribes 1it.

The order, conforming to cabled Instrue-
tions from the War Department, will re-
move tho fears of many relatives in the
States, who, owing to the neglect of many
soldiers to write home, remain in ignorance
of the latter’s henlth and whereabouts, be-
ing kept, as a in a
atate of mental ferment, B

G.0. 15 states that the postcard will be
dated and will inform the soldier’s next of
kin of his station, physical condition and
the organization to which he is attached.
The curd may contain other informatlon,
provided it does not, confliict with the cen~
sorship regulations.

The postal cards wiil be furnished to all
men serving fn the S.0.8, by the Adjutant
General, $.0.8., and all other soldiers 'by
the Adjutant General, ABE.F. Organiza-
tion commanders are ordered {o collect and
censor the eards prompily, deliver them to
the postal deportment, and immediately
submit a report of€their action to their
next higher commander, vouching for the
fact -that .every soldier in their command
filed out one of the cards. .

“Postal authorities will make every effort
to dispatch these cards so as to reach a
fagt westbound transport shortly- hefore
safling,” concludes the order.

1t took 623,541,085 rifle and machine gun
buliets and more than 3,500.800 shells, in-
cinding shrapnel, high explosive and gas,
to help the AK.F. end hostilities, accord-
ing to figures of the Ordnance Department.

The officers explained that they'were not
aware of this, and had got aboard by em-
ploylng the services of some friends who
took them out to the ship in 2 small boat.
They were allowed to proceed to America,
wheére their case was turned oyer to higher
guthorities, who ordered them deported.

They were pul on a returning transport
and today are buck in Brest to awalt trial
by court-martial.

The officers were casuals, end had been
ordered home. They were to have sailed
the followiniy week,

This isthe {irst case of officer stowaways
in*the A.LLF.s records, Two enlisted men
succecded in getting aboard a battleship as
Stowaways and avere within sight of New
Yeork befors they were discovered. The en-
listed men will not be returned to France.

“In coming inte this war the United
States never for a moment thought that
she was intlervening In the politics of
FEurope or the politics of Asin or the poli-
tics of any part of the world, - Hev thoughd
was that all the world had now become
conscious thal there was u single cause
which turned upon the issucs of this war.
That was the cause of justice nad liberiy
for men of every kind and place.

“Therefore, the United States should
feel that its part in this war had been
played in valn {f there ensued upon it a
bond on RBuropean politics and it would
feel that it could nol take part in gusran-
tcemg those luropean settiemenls unless

hat pguarantee involved the continuous
supermtendencc of the peace of the world
by the associated nations of the world.

g Must Be Vital, Not Formal

*Therefore, it seems to nie that we must
concert our best judgment in order to
make this Leaguc of Nations & vital thing
——not merely a formal thing, not an occa-
sional thing, not n thing sometimes called
into life to meet an exigency, but always
functioning in watchful attendance upon
the interests of the nations, and that its
continuity should be a vital continuity;
that it ghould have functions thut are con-
tinuing functions and that do not permit
an intermission of its watchfulness and of
its labor; that it should be the eye of the
natfons to keep wateh upon the common
intcrest, an eye that did nmot slumber, an
eye that was everywhere watchiul and at-
tentive,

“And if we do not make it vital, what
shall be do? We shall Gisappeint the ex-
pectations of the peoples. This Is what
their thought centers upon. I have had the
very delightful experienco of visiting sev-
eral natlons since I came to this side of
the water, and every time the voice of the
body of the people reached me through any
representutive, at the front of the plea
stood the hope for the League of Nntions,
Gentlemen, the seclect classes of maniind
are no longer the governors ef mankind.
‘The fortunes of mankind are now in the
hands of the plain people of the whole
world. Satisfy them, and you have justi-
fled their confidence not only, but estab-
lished peace. Fail to'satisty them, and no
arrangement that you can make will ither
set up or steady the peace of the world.

Keystone of Whole Program *

“You can imagine, gentiemen, I dare sny,
the sentiments and the purposes with which
representatives of the United States sup-
port this great project for n Leoogue of Na-
tions. We regard it as the keystone of the
whole program, whiclh expressed our pur-
poses and deals in this war and whiuk the

ed nations as the basis of
the scttiement,

“If we return to the United States with-
out having made every effort in our power
to realize this program, we should roturn
to meet the merited scorn of our fellow-
citizens, For they are a body that con~
J a great @

“We would not dare abate a single item
of tho program which constitutes our ine
struction,

“We swould not darc compromise upon
any matter as the champlon of this thing—
this peace of the world, this atiitude of
Justice, this principle that we are the mas-
ters of no people but are here to sen that
every peoplo in the world ehall chose its
own masters and govern its own dostinies,
not as we wish but as it wishes. Wo are
here to =ee, in short, that the very foun-
dations of this war are swept nway.

‘“Those foundatlons were ‘the private
cholce of small coterles of ¢ivil rulers and
military staffs, Those foundations wers
the aggresslon of great powers upon small,
Those foundations were the folding to-
gether of emplres of unwilling subjects by
the duress of arms, Those foundations were
the power of smull bodles of men to work
their will and use mankind as pawns in a
game. And nothing less than the emanci-

pation of the world from these things will
nccommls]x peace.
